In  the  student  straw-vote  concerning  prohibition  recently  con- 
ducted by  the  “Chronicle,”  student  paper  at  Utah  university,  two 
hundred  and  fifty  four  votes  were  recorded  in  favor  of  retention 
of  the  present  Eightenth  amendment  with  added  enforcement.  One 
hundred  sixty-five  voted  in  favor  of  modification  of  the  act  and  one 
hundred  fifty-three  desired  unconditional  repeal.  Five  hundred 
seventy-two,  or  one  fifth  of  the  students  at  Utah  University  were 
sufficiently  interested  in  the  question  to  vote. 

Compared  with  other  college  newspapers  who  are  aping  the 
Literary  Digest  in  the  same  sort  of  poll,  the  Chronicle  shows  a very 
decided  “dry”  tendency.  Radio  dispatches  received  last  night  on 
the  Digest  poll  report  that  “enforcement”  which  has  thus  far  been 
in  the  rear  in  now  gaining  on  “repeal.”  Voting  from  other  student 
newspapers  has' generally  run  even,  with  “modification’’  and  “re- 
peal” having  the  edge. 

It  is  significant  of  the  standards  of  the  entire  state  that  thft 
Utah  University  poll  should  be  thus  unquestionably  “dry.”  Were 
a poll  taken  at  the  Young  university  facts  significant  of  “some- 
thing-or-other”  would  most  certainly  be  brought  to  light. 

Whether  voters  consider  anyone  besides  themselves  in  their 
consideration  of  the  equitable  vote  to  make,  is  another  unanswered 
question.

G0LLE6E  MEN  ASKED  TD 
GDNSiDER  PRISON  WORK 


To  the  Editor  of  the  Y News: 

Plans  are  being  made  to  profession- 
alize the  Federal  prison  service  by  en- 
listing high  grade  officers  and  by 
establishing  a system  of  professional 
training  and  promotion  on  merit.  In 
the  belief  that  college-trained  men 
may  be  interested  in  this  type  of  work 
the  leading  colleges  and  universities  in 
the  country  are  being  circularized. 
Any  undergraduate  or  graduate  who 
wishes  to  consider  the  possibility  of 
entering  the  service  is  requested  to 
write  the  Superintendent  of  Prisons, 
Department  of  Justice,  Washington, 
D.  C. 

Prison  work  has  long  represented 
a career  for  college-trained  men  in 
European  countries.  It  calls  for  in- 
tellectual and  moral  qualities  of  a high 
order.  It  offers  opportunity  for  ad- 
vancement to  positions  which  are  bet- 
ter paid  than  most  college  professor- 
ships. There  are  numerous  other 
imporant  positions  to  which  a man  of 
ability  can  rise  with  experience  and 
training. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  our  present 
training  program  to  prepare  men  for 
these  positions  as  well  as  for  that  of 
guard.  An  officers’  training  school 
has  been  established  in  New  York 
City.  All  men  enter  the  service  as 
guards  and  are  sent  to  the  school  for 
a four  months’  course.  Here  they 
receive  instruction  in  such  subjects  as 
the  mental  and  physical  characteristics 
of  the  criminal,  the  causes  of  crime, 
; the  operation  of  probation  and  parole, 
the  development  of  modern  penology, 
etc.  They  are  also  instructed  in  the 
use  of  firearms,  boxing  and  Japanese 
' wrestling. 

The  aim  of  the  course  is  not  to  give 
officers  a broad  socialized  viewpoint 
on  the  theoretical  aspects  of  penology 
but  also  to  prepare  them  for  the 
actual  problems  which  they  will  en- 
counter in  prison  work.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  the  training  course  officers 
are  assigned  to  one  of  tKe  Federal 
penitentiaries  at  Atlanta,  Leavenworth, 
and  McNeil  Island  (near  Tacoma,
